If there are fewer 
topics than the scheduled meetings, certain topics 
may be divided.

Others can 
be obtained either from the local public library 
or from the state traveling library. When very 
full lists are given it is not necessary for any 
club to use all the books, but the longer list leaves 
more room for choice.

These 
may be looked up under the subject in the 
Reader^ Guide to Periodical Literature. Maga- 
zine articles and illustrated material may be ob- 
tained from the Wilson Package Library.
